The present Lower Gilmanton Church was built in 1842 by the members of the First 
Baptist Society of Gilmanton to replace an earlier structure that had fallen into disrepair. 
The earlier building had been located near the "old training field" (part of the former 
Bingham property), but had subsequently been moved to the site of the current building. 
At one time, there were extensive horse sheds adjacent to the church for parishioners to 
use when attending services. In 1909, the Society raised funds to add a bell to the belfry. 
The building continues to be maintained by the First Baptist Society and Religious 
Association and is still used occasionally for services.

Robert L. “Bob” Potter, Sr. is a life-long resident and a dairy farmer in Gilmanton. He 
has dedicated much of his life working and volunteering on boards and committees, too 
numerous to mention them all, for the Town of Gilmanton. This is Bob’s 50" year 
serving on the Budget Committee working to keep the town on track and in check with 
proper funding for expenses. Bob always asks “Is it nice, or is it necessary? ” Bob likes 
to get things done using volunteers as much as possible, be it time or materials. 


Bob belonged to the Gilmanton Hills Fire Department, then the Gilmanton IW 
Department, volunteering to take down the old school in the Iron Works so the fire 
station could be built. He, his family and friends built the building at the Crystal Lake 
Ball Park at no cost to the town, and for many years he put on the huge bon fires at the 
ballpark on Labor Day. 


Family is the most important thing to Bob, and much of his volunteer work reflects that. 
He, along with his children and friends, built ball fields at the school and other locations 
so the children would have a place to play. Bob led volunteers at the elementary school 
to make it handicap compliant, built a new exit for safer traffic flow and more parking at 
the school. Bob was a member of the Gilmanton Snowmobile Club, and put on many 
cookouts to raise money for the club. 





Bob spent many years taking care of town roads starting out with his father scraping the 
roads with a pair of horses or a bull. He continued taking care of the roads through the 
years plowing with a 6-wheeler ford plow truck, skidder or bulldozer when the snow 
became too heavy to move. Bob was one of the volunteers to build the highway garage 
in the Iron Works. 


When asked why he has stayed on the budget committee for so long, he says, “It shows I 
wasn’t too smart,” but then adds, “You, the people, aren’t any better, you voted for me!” 
Bob will tell you that “ He tells it like it is, like it or not.”

To the inhabitants of the Town of Gilmanton in the county of Belknap in said state, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Gilmanton Academy in said Gilmanton on 
Tuesday, the Tenth day of March 2009, next at 7:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE #1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. Polls are open 
from 7a.m. to 7p.m. 


Action will be taken on the remaining articles at the Business Meeting at 10:00 a.m. on 
Saturday March 14, 2009 at the Gilmanton School, 1386 NH Route 140. 


The Moderator opened the meeting at 10:35 A.M. He asked all present to stand for the 
Pledge of Allegiance with the Pastor Linda Bolton leading the pledge. Mr. Sisti asked the 
body to remain standing for a moment of silence to remember those who have passed. Mark 
thanked Linda for leading the Pledge and announced to the body that she had recently 
retired as pastor of the Gilmanton Community Church and wished her well. The results of 
the election were read and the new officers were told the oath of office for the newly elected 
officers would be administered at the close of the business meeting. The Moderator stated 
the rules for the day and told the body there would be no personal comments and asked 
everyone to keep commentary at a productive level. He announced that there were a few 
petitions filed for a secret ballot vote on Article #23 and a secret ballot vote will take place 
for that article. Mr. Sisti then stated that all articles would be kept in the order as they are 
set forth in the town report. He stated to the body that the yellow cards issued by the 
supervisors must be used for all requests for hand counts and all individuals making motions 
or seconds must please identify themselves by stating their name.

Walter Mitchell speaks to point of order on a concern of this motion. The statute dealing 
with depositing money in capital reserve accounts requires a specific appropriation to a 
particular account. The motion made has reduced the overall amount; but has given no 
indication as to what amount goes in what account. His concern is that if the amendment 
Stays as it is, we may wind up with a completely invalid article. Mr. Hyslop feels the exact 
dollar amount(s) should be determined by the Selectmen and the Budget Committee as they 
would have more knowledge as elected officials as to what could be cut and should, 

therefore, know where to cut. It was asked if language was added “...up to the determination 
of the Budget Committee working with the Board of Selectmen to make the appropriate 
deductions in the various capital reserve funds to be determined as they specify”? The 
Moderator refers the question to Walter Mitchell as legal counsel for the Town. It is of Mr. 
Mitchell’s legal opinion that [the language] would not be helpful in the legality of the article. 
Janie Benson suggests we vote this amendment down as the legality is in question and 
readdress with another amendment specific to each dollar amount. 


Laurie Sanborn asks for clarification of what the specific dollar figures are, to date, in each 
account. Stan Bean lists the following:

John Funk speaks to building a safety building today if we were to go out and get a bond 
and spread the cost of a bond over a twenty-year time period. He states, “... that bonding is 
a wonderful tool for accounts on significant capital expenses that spreads them out over 
many years so that people can enjoy the benefit of the improvement without having to wait. 
He states we have waited many years to build a safety building and as we keep putting money 
away saving for it, the price continues to go up...for some capital items of a smaller nature, 
we should put in a reserve because it doesn’t make sense to go out and get a bond for these 
items...” 

Brian Forst states, “... capital reserves earn interest as compared to if you borrow money 
you pay interest. If you borrow money versus saving money you need to add the interest you 
would have earned to the interest you’re going to pay, that is your final cost...” As an 
example, he compared a fifteen year mortgage as to a thirty year mortgage and the 
substantial amount of interest that would get paid over the thirty years compared to the 
fifteen. “...Saving money is never going to be more expensive than borrowing money...” 


Mr. Bean reminds the body that we did try to pass bonds to fund a safety building twice and 
twice it was voted down. 

The Moderator called the second amendment to a voice vote.

John Dickey gave brief background of the Gilmanton Year Round Library with facts, figures 

and rationale for the request. “In 1998 Gilmanton was one of two communities in the state 

that did not have a year-round library services ...a survey of the community was conducted 

during 1999 town meeting... the results of that survey showed that there was overwhelming 

support for a full service year-round library in the community...there was a response of 

about 300 questionnaires of that 94% indicated support...out of 1,500 voters this was 

statistically significant...the Gilmanton Year Round Library Association was formed in 1999 

as a 501C3 non-profit corporation... fundraising started...after ten years of effort and 

commitment from many, many, many people in this community we have a completed and fully 

equipped library across the street from the school...the project has a current value of | 
approximately 1.2 million dollars...$450,000 came from individuals and businesses of that 
there were over 450 Gilmanton households that contributed monetarily to the project...over 
600 in total...others outside of town...another $162,000 was raised from foundations, 
grantis...another $158,000 was raised from a whole variety of fundraising activities... the 
remaining value of the project has come from donations of materials and waivers from the 
trades people who have been involved in the project and from thousands of hours of 
volunteers... and members of the association... building completed in the fall... 12,000 books 
donated...community wide effort with a great deal of participation...now comes the request 
for the $75,000 to handle operating expenses...we have been seeking an endowment that 
would provide yearly income for operating expenses that has not yet materialized, we will 
continue to seek that endowment...the goal from the beginning was to serve as a community 
gathering place...the $75,000 request... budget was carefully prepared by analyzing the 
budgets of libraries in neighboring communities...the budget is predicated on the building 
being open five days a week for 25 — 30 hours, it’s also predicated on having a trained 
professional librarian on a part-time basis and a paraprofessional assistant...calculated tax 
impact would be approximately $40.00 per household...to answer question...if this request is 
approved now would the town be obligated to fund the library forever? The answer is 
no...the statutes are quite clear...if the community were to establish, or accepts a library they 
would be obliged to fund the library at an adequate level...that’s not what’s being 
requested...simply operating expenses for the library...” 





Extensive discussion ensued. 
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The Moderator announced that he will be opening the polls, however, there being one more 
petitioned warrant article that appeared to be non-contentious, he asked the body to quickly 
draw their attention to Article #24. 


At 4:52 p.m. the Moderator declared the balloting to be open until 5:52 p.m. 


At 6:03 p.m. the Moderator closes ballot voting, addressing Article #25 to hear reports. The 
meeting was left open with a recess for the counting of the ballots.

ARTICLE #24: Submitted by Petition To see if the Town will vote to adopt an ordinance 
recognizing that groundwater and surface waters are a critical, finite, integrated natural 
resource that is becoming increasingly scarce and subject to heavy contamination as 
development pressures increase. Having clean, potable water is a basic human right, not the 
privilege of those who can afford it. Water is essential to the public health, and for all life. 
Our community’s wildlife and plant life depend on sufficient amounts of pure water to 
sustain them. 


In this regard, the Town has sought assistance from local and federal sources, including the 
Conservation Commission, regional planning Commissions, the New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services, the U.S. Geological Survey, and private conservation groups to 
protect these resources.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen is the governing body of the Town. Our responsibilities are 
principally described by RSA 41:8, “The Selectmen shall manage the prudential affairs 
of the Town and perform the duties by law prescribed.” This Board meets at 6:00 pm on 
nearly every Monday evening of the year. Agendas for and minutes from our meetings 
are available to the public and are posted at both Post Offices, as well as on the Town 
web site, www.gilmantonnh.org. Public input is allowed from 7 to 7:30 p.m., but the 
entire meeting is open to the public, except for non-public sessions per RSA 91-A:3. 


It was a tough year for everyone, residents and staff alike, as we braced for what we 
expected to be a miserable year, definitely a year for holding the line. Fear was ever- 
present and decisions were made on a “needs, not wants” basis. Yet our revenues held 
and we ended the year putting $100,000 into the undesignated fund balance, giving us a 
cushion for the coming year. 


In the midst of economic turmoil, the federal government offered stimulus grants which 
caused us once again to reinvigorate the Town’s quest for a new public safety building. 
Once we applied for the grant, we knew we had to have a “shovel-ready” project, so we 
revisited the favored plan of the last committee to work on this project, a joint police and 
fire facility in Salisbury. Board members and chiefs visited the facility and realized too 
that this attractive building of a mere 6,400 square feet could meet the needs of both 
departments while presenting a manageable budget to the Town. Thus began a quest to 
bring this to Town Meeting in March, 2010 if the stimulus funding did not materialize. 


We welcomed Selectman Don Guarino back for a second term and installed Rachel 
Hatch as Chairman. The three of us worked toward stability as we strengthened the 
departments and supported their initiatives.

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BUILDING INSPECTOR 
CODE ENFORCEMENT/HEALTH OFFICER 


In 2009 the Building Department issued 240 permits, up from 206 in 2008. This is an 
increase of 34 permits or 14 percent over last year. Six new single-family dwellings 
permits were issued, There were 33 permits that were renewed for purposes ranging 
from single-family dwelling to deck construction. Other permits issued were as follows: 
renovations — 28, electrical - 30, outbuildings/garages - 26, demolition - 2, porches/decks 
- 12, pools - 6, signs - 6, additions - 6, plumbing — 3, gas related - 39, heat/oil burner — 
10, septic design approval ~ 28, misc.-5. 


At the same time the hours of the Building Inspector/Code Enforcement/Health Officer 
were cut by 33 percent. Building inspecting taking first priority, there was little time 
available for code enforcement or health officer duties. Although, at least ten required 
inspections were made to buildings for foster care applications. Important things like 
planning and training with the Regional Emergency Management Plan and code 
enforcement were not done due to limited hours. 


The Building Department will continue to investigate and resolve code violations as time 
permits, 


Because of the sharp increase in energy costs many people are installing alternate heating 
systems. A permit and inspections are required for all heating systems, stoves, fireplaces, 
water heaters, etc. Fire Chief, K.G. Lockwood and I are working hard to insure the 
proper and safe installation of these heating systems, which can pose a serious safety risk 
if not installed properly. 


The purpose of the Building & Fire codes is to protect public health and safety. Please 
help us by insuring that you get inspections on all such work performed. If there is 
anything in your area that concerns you feel free to call the Building Inspector or Fire 
Chief. 


Thank you to the residents of Gilmanton and the many contractors who work in our town, 
for their continued support and compliance with Town Ordinances and Regulations.

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An important duty of the Town, through its Cemetery Trustees, is to “... provide and maintain around 
all...cemeteries a good and sufficient fence, and to supply the fence with necessary gates”. Each year 
as funds permit the Trustees target one or more sites to install, replace and/or repair fences, walls, and 
gates. Given the number of burial sites and cemeteries within the Town, the natural deterioration of 
fences and gates, and some additional problems with falling limbs, trees, frost and cows it is a never- 
ending process! But in 2009 with the assistance of the Beech Grove Cemetery Assoc two major sites 
received new/renovated gates. 


A two year project at the Buzzell Cemetery on Shellcamp 
Road was completed in 2009. This cemetery was 
expanded in 1988 by the then owner, Buzzell Cemetery 
Assoc who placed a farm gate at the main entrance to the 
new section. The cemetery was transferred to the Town in 
2005. In 2008 Kevin Fife completed wall work to 
facilitate the installation of permanent gates for 
pedestrians and vehicles and in 2009 David Court 
designed, fabricated and installed the two gates. The 
design is a significant enhancement to our primary Town 
cemetery and well complements this historic heritage site. 





With a vote of support from Town Meeting 2009, the Beech Grove Cemetery Assoc disbanded and 
transferred ownership of the Cemetery to the Town of Gilmanton in J uly. All cine ee: and lot 
care funds are also now held by the Town. The 6+ acre : 

site, originally established as the Beech Grove 
Cemetery by Samuel L Greeley in 1872, currently 
consists of six separate burial sections with 243 
evident burials. The existing gates were erected in 
1922. Prior to transferring the Cemetery to the Town, 
the Beech Grove Cemetery Assoc renovated the 
existing gates with minor gate and wall repairs and 
refinishing. The gates will serve a fitting entrance to 
this very lovely site for many years to come. 





The Trustees are currently gathering more detailed information on the Beech Grove Cemetery. If you 
have old pictures, letters, information on individuals buried there, lot deeds, obituaries or other such 
information that you would be willing to share please send it to the Cemetery Trustees at the above 
address or leave it with the Town Clerk.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Gilmanton Conservation Commission (GCC), established in 1966, 
has worked for the last 44 years to ensure the proper use and protection of 
the Town’s natural resources, and for the protection of its watershed 
resources. As the Town has grown in population, so has the task of the 
GCC. It is a challenge to work to achieve the preservation of the rural 
atmosphere and the conservation of natural resources that are so important to the residents 
of Gilmanton. Despite the recession and the decrease in development, the GCC has seen 
no decrease in its workload. 





The GCC’s activities in 2009 have been numerous and diverse. We continue to enjoy the 
support of a group of volunteers known as the Gilmanton Land Crew. This group is 
designed for people who would like to help the GCC, especially in the out-of-doors, but 
who do not want to attend meetings. If you are interested in having fun and contributing 
your time, please contact the GCC at 267-6700 or at conservation@gilmantonnh.org. We 
would like to thank all of the volunteers who helped in 2009. 


The Conservation Commission has focused this year on making some of Gilmanton’s 
natural resources more available to its residents. The Cogswell Mountain Conservation 
Area (CMCA) consists of over 500 acres protected by conservation easements held by the 
Town, the Society for the Protection of NH Forests (SPNHF) and the Gilmanton Land 
Trust. This conservation area 1s located across from the Gilmanton School and can also be 
accessed from Lou Lane. The Commission, with help from volunteers, completed a new 
access to the CMCA behind the Gilmanton Year-Round Library, installed a large sign at 
the trailhead for this access and completed a wetland crossing. Trail markers to the top of 
the middle summit of Cogswell Mountain were improved, and two new picnic tables were 
installed at the summit. Pack a lunch and enjoy the views (and please pack out the trash)! 


A new sign, trail markers and new interpretative signs were completed at the Thompson 
Town Forest at the end of Gale Road. This is a great year-round trail, suitable for hiking, 
snowshoeing and x-country skiing. Enjoy the old cellar holes and contemplate life here 
200 years ago. Both of the above areas offer ample opportunities for wildlife viewing. 


A sign was also installed for the 250 acre Elizabeth R. "Betty" Smithers Town Forest off of 
Howard Road and Willowgrass Lane. This Town Forest is bisected by State Snowmobile 
Trail # 15. The Conservation Commission has a long-term goal of completing signs, trail 
maps and brochures for all Town conservation lands. 


Land protection and management are critical to the protection of our natural resources and 
to the continuation of the rural atmosphere that is important to the Town’s residents. The 
Town owns or holds conservation easements on approximately 80 lots, half of which are 
less than an acre in size. The seven Town Forests compose a significant portion of Town- 
owned conservation land and the GCC continues to focus time and energy on their 
management and to working with the Town’s consulting forester. The Commission will 
continue to wait for markets to improve before completing the planned timber harvest in 
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the Thompson Town Forest. Management activities in the Pine Hill Town Forest off of 
Province Road included the painting of all boundaries. 


Sue Hale de Seve donated a gift certificate for a woodland exam to be completed by a 
forester. The Commission decided to have the forester look at the Ella Stroud Memorial 
Forest on Shellcamp Road and the Nelson Brook Town Forest on Sargent Road since little 
information was available for either area. The forester identified a number of unusual 
black gum or tupelo trees in the large wetland in the Stroud Forest and provided advice as 
to a future trail to be completed by an Eagle Scout candidate. The forester observed that 
the Nelson Brook Town Forest would be difficult to access for forestry, but that it had 
significant wildlife and water resources values. 


The GCC collaborates with other land protection groups and organizations such as the 
Gilmanton Land Trust, SPNHF, Five Rivers Conservation Trust (SRCT), Lakes Region 
Conservation Trust (LRCT) and the Belknap Range Conservation Coalition (BRCC). An 
additional approximate 144 acres of land off of Guinea Ridge Road and NH Route 140 in 
the Corners have been conserved in 2009 through these organizations. The Commission 
thanks these organizations and their generous donors for working to keep Gilmanton a 
special place. 


Education is an important goal of the Conservation Commission. In May, 2009, the 
Commission and the Gilmanton Land Trust hosted “Basic Conservation Options and Tax 
Benefits for Gilmanton Landowners”. In June, the Commission held “Our Groundwater: 
Who Decides?” with Thomas Linzey, co-founder of the Daniel Pennock Democracy 
Schools and the Community Environmental Legal Defense Fund (CELDF). This program 
was an outgrowth of the Commission’s concerns about the quality and quantity of the 
Town’s drinking water resources. 


The GCC is an active participant in the wetland permitting process. The Commission 
reviews and usually conducts a field inspection for all Permit-by-Notification, Minimum 
Impact and Standard Dredge and Fill applications and provides comments to the Wetlands 
Bureau as is necessary. The GCC also responds to complaints, concerns and questions 
regarding wetlands, shoreland protection and the permitting process from Town residents. 
It is the Commission’s strong preference to help someone with the permitting process 
rather than file a complaint form with DES, so please feel free to contact the GCC should 
you have questions about navigating what can be a confusing process. 


In addition to the above activities, members of the GCC attend most Planning Board 
meetings and site walks in order to offer advice on development with environmental 
impacts. All subdivision and site plan applications are reviewed by the GCC and any 
recommendations regarding natural resources are communicated to the Planning Board. 
Any application before the Zoning Board of Adjustment that might impact natural 
resources is also reviewed. The GCC meets with the Board of Selectmen to discuss 
matters of mutual concern as is necessary. 
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The GCC has seen significant changes in its membership this year. Ferenc Nagy stepped 
down when his term expired in April and Paula Gilman resigned from her term in 
December. Between them they had 15 years of experience and they are sorely missed. 
However, Tracy Tarr has joined as a regular member and Joe Derrick as an alternate. 
Currently, there are openings for both regular and alternate members and we are always 
looking for new members for the Gilmanton Land Crew. Please contact the Commission 
at 267-6700 or by e-mail at conservation@gilmantonnh.org if you are interested in 
becoming a member or a volunteer.

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ENERGY COMMITTEE 


The Gilmanton Energy Committee (GEC) meets on the fourth Tuesday of the month at the 
they sometimes are changed to accommodate the schedules of the members and visitors. These 
meetings are open to the public, and we encourage your participation. The mission of the committee is 
to promote energy conservation in the Town of Gilmanton, and to share information and resources with 
residents that can help them conserve energy and help our environment. 

The GEC welcomed a new member this year, Mr. Paul Callahan. In January and February of 
this year the GEC worked on warrant articles that were placed on the Warrant for voting at Town 
Meeting in March. In accordance with New Hampshire RSA 72:27-a, and RSA 72:62, the warrant 
articles were successfully passed. 

In June the GEC worked on an energy packet placed at the Academy building for people who 
wanted to know more about the committee and resources that are available for those who wish to save 
money and help the environment by conserving energy in New Hampshire. 

The GEC hosted an Energy Fair in the month of July in conjunction with the opening of the 
annual Farmers Market. We gave out Compact Fluorescent Light (CFL) bulbs to about 50 to New 
Hampshire Electric Cooperative (NHEC) customers. We also encouraged them to take the carbon 
challenge at the Clean Air Cool Planet website. The carbon challenge provides a way for residents to 
easily calculate our carbon “footprint”, or the amount of pollutants that we put into the air as a 
byproduct of our lifestyle. The website also provides ways for us to reduce our carbon footprint while 
maintaining our quality of life. There was a lighting display from Frase Electric of Sandwich, which 
demonstrated the amount of kilowatt-hours (K Wh) different types of bulbs use. 

The GEC had a booth at Old Home Day this year and provided CFL's once again along with 
other information dealing with energy efficiency in your home. We had a bicycle generator for the kids 
to show how much physical energy was required to generate enough electricity to power a sting of 
lights. 

In the fall, the committee formally recommended to the Selectmen that they accept a proposal 
by Lakes Region Thermal Scan to perform an Energy Audit at the Academy building. This Audit was 
performed in October, and revealed many opportunities for the town to take remediation measures that 
will save thousands of dollars a year in fuel and utility costs. The GEC is working with LighTec and 
NHEC on a proposal to retrofit the lighting in the Academy building, and we hope to be able to 
accomplish proposals that the town may adopt for other town buildings. 

In November the committee sponsored a solar tour of two local residents’ homes that have 
chosen to heat their houses with solar power. 

December had the GEC working on a state grant to pay for many of the recommended 
investments that will make the Academy building more energy efficient and cheaper to operate, as well 
as other projects to improve the energy efficiency of all town buildings.

The Gilmanton Fire Department responded to 585 calls for service in 2009. This represents an 
increase of 14.5% from the previous year. The Fire Department also conducted 48 inspections including 
foster home, daycare, oil burner and woodstoves for compliancy with State Laws. The Fire Department 
continues to work closely with the Code Enforcement Officer/Building Inspector in providing inspections 
to ensure a safer quality of life for the residents of Gilmanton. 


The dedicated members of the Gilmanton Fire Department provided over 7500 hours of their 
valuable time responding to calls, training and providing community service to the town. 


All personnel are dedicated to providing the best service possible to the residents and visitors to 
the Town of Gilmanton in the most cost effective manner possible. 


Three members of the department participated in training to obtain their Emergency Medical 
Technician-Intermediate status. Two members of the department are currently participating in a level one- 
firefighter course. Five members of the department participated in training to obtain their EMT-Basic in a 
class held at the Corners fire station. 

I would like to thank you the residents of Gilmanton for continuing to support your Fire and 
Emergency Medical Services. 

We continue to strive for a community-oriented department and to have our members actively 
involved in many more community functions. Since we have re-opened the Corners Fire Station and are 
staffing the station three days a week it is functioning as is for right now, but the equipment in the station 
needs to be replaced and the station as it currently stands is not large enough to support new apparatus. 
However, staffing the station three days has provided us with a quicker response to areas in the 
community during periods when statistics show us the activity is occurring. 


We are always looking for new members, anyone eighteen years and older is invited to join our 
team. We will send you to the minimum training requirements and provide you with all the support 
needed to become a valuable asset to the team! Also, anyone wishing to volunteer that does not wish to do 
either fire of EMS tasks, we have a multitude of other opportunities available to those wishing to donate 
their time to help support the community. We have a very active explorer post and are always looking for 
new youth members to participate, this is a wonderful program for anyone that is fourteen years or older.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State 
law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground 1s 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271- 
2214, or online at www.nhdfl. org. 





Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third week 
in April and lasting virtually all summer long. Consequently both the number of fires and the 
number of acres burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget constraints, 
the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class III or higher 
fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookout towers are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their quick 
and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented this 
year by contracted aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger was especially high. 
Surprisingly the largest single fire this year occurred in late November during an unusual dry 
spell, in the northern Coos County town of Clarksville. This fire burned 17.1 acres and is 
presumed to have been caused by a careless hunter. Many homes in New Hampshire are located 
in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels 
intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season threatened structures, a constant reminder 
that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a 
wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters 
clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s Forest 
Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

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GILMANTON PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board experienced a continued lull in activity for 2009, processing only 17 
applications. The majority of these (10) were site plan applications. The remaining (7) 
applications included one Boundary Line Adjustment, two Site Plan Reviews, and three 
Subdivision applications, and one excavation permit renewal. 


The Town’s Growth Management Ordinance (GMO) adopted by Town Meeting in March 
2005 placed a cap on building permits for new single-family dwelling units per year and 
allowed for 41 building permits in 2009. Out of the 41 permits available, only 6 permits 
were issued for new homes. This Ordinance will expire March 31, 2010. To renew the 
GMO, Gilmanton will need to show again that such an ordinance is necessary to manage 
the impacts of growth and will need to demonstrate efforts to improve its capital facilities 
and the difficulties the town faces. 


In the upcoming year, the Board will be holding Work Sessions to review much needed 
updates to the Town’s Site Plan and Subdivision Regulations. The Board, in concert with 
the Conservation Commission plans to continue work on establishing an Aquifer 
Protection Overlay District and will hold public work sessions in the town in late spring 
and summer to gauge local concerns. The Board is also interested in working with 
surrounding communities who are engaged in aquifer protection efforts. 


There are currently vacancies on the Board for one full member and two alternates. If you 
are interested in serving the community in this capacity, please forward your letter of 
interest to the Board of Selectmen. 


The Planning Board meets regularly on the second Thursday of each month at 7 p.m. in 
the downstairs Conference Room at the Academy. The public is welcome to attend. 
Agendas are published in The Citizen, The Suncook Valley Sun and/or The Laconia Daily 
Sun, posted at both Post Offices and on the Town website at www.gilmantonnh.org.

There was one personnel change to our department in 2009. In April we started the hiring 
process to fill the open position from 2008. This position is our fifth position that we left 
open from when Officer Boulanger resigned in December of 2008 to take a position with 
Belmont Police Department. Upon completing the recruitment process we had one 
individual stand out beyond the rest of the candidates. We hired Cory J. Krochaml who 
had previously worked for Epsom Police Department. When you see Officer Krochaml 
please introduce yourself and welcome him to town. The Department was then fully 
staffed and has maintained that status into 2010. 


We also were able to maintain the part-time roster with the same officers that we started 
the year out with. But to update you on their activity in their law enforcement careers, 
Officer Dawson has been hired full-time by Bristol Police Department and Officer Brennan 
has been hired full-time by Belmont Police Department. Congratulations to both of these 
officers and we wish them both the best in their law enforcement careers. We’re very glad 
that both of them are staying on our roster to assist us with filling in our shifts. It a great 
reflection on The Gilmanton Police Department on what a great job we did in hiring these 
two officers and training them. 


In the spring months of 2009 Officer Stacie Fiske taught the Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education (D.A.R.E.) to fifth grade at the Gilmanton School. On May 20", 2009, Officer 
Fiske had her first D.A-R.E. class graduation. It was a great program with County 
Attorney Carroll as the guest speaker, followed by a K-9 demonstration presented by Bow 
Police Department. The N.H. Liquor Commission, Bureau of Enforcement, had their 
D.W.I. Mobile Command Center on display in the parking lot. Two Liquor Enforcement 
officers conducted tours of the center and everyone that toured it seem to really enjoy it. I 
would like to thank everyone involved that made it all possible. 
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With special thanks to Officer Fiske for all of her extra hard work that she put into the 
program and the Gilmanton School Staff for all of their assistance. 


I would like to address several issues in this report, here in Gilmanton we all become very 
comfortable living here, as we should be. But coming with being comfortable we tend to 
let our guard down. We recently had a rash of thefts from vehicles and several homes were 
broken into, on our back roads. These types of crimes seem to run in cycles and at 
random. The best first line of defense is to lock your vehicles, homes, and have alarm 
systems installed if you can. Don’t allow them to be easy targets. Also notify the police 
department if you’re going to be away for a period of time and please call whenever you 
hear something strange in the night, be safe and let us check it out. 


The call volume for 2009 was up by 200 calls over 2008. Please take note that 30 of these 
calls were animals complaints, many of these calls were dogs/pets running at large. Please 
assist us in this area by keeping your dogs/pets on your own property. 


It gives me great pleasure in saying, “Thank You” to our citizens, elected and volunteer 
officials, as well as all the town departments for supporting the police department. It takes 
a great team effort by everyone to provide a good quality of service. A special thank you 
to our Administrative Asst./Dispatcher Robin Bonan for her commitment and 
conscientiousness. 


In spite of the shortage of manpower at times during 2009, due to one position being open 
for a short period of time, vacations and training, the officers did an outstanding job 
working long shifts. I cannot go without expressing my gratitude to the staff of the police 
department, who continually show, steadfast dedication and unwavering professionalism in 
serving this community and the Gilmanton Police Department. 


Our responsibility of providing adequate protection and quality police services is 
paramount to our existence. We are entering 2010 with a very experience, well trained 
police department, it is our collective goal to continue providing the professional services 
you deserve and have come to expect. The Gilmanton Police department is truly unique, in 
that we have the support of our citizens, and for that we are thankful. 


We invite you to visit with us at any time, and we welcome any constructive ideas that you 
may have to assist us in serving you more efficiently and effectively. 


As your Chief of Police, I pledge to continue to keep the Town of Gilmanton a safe and 
welcoming community for everyone to live, visit and enjoy.

THE CREW AT THE FACILITY needs to be acknowledged for all that they have done to bring 
the facility up to par. We would like to welcome RONALD NASON and CALEB 
STOCKWELL to our team. 
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As we all know, the economy went downhill last year, and we have all felt its effects. We have 
not been spared here at the facility, needing to tighten our belts while continuing to provide good 
service. We are in the process of making changes to the facility to help us be better prepared for 
any continued downturn in the economy! 


Despite cost saving measures, we have felt the pinch of continuing growth of costs to dispose of 
our trash, in both hauling and tipping fees, (Tipping fees are the fees we pay at the waste 
processing facility where we take our trash, on a per ton basis.) The tipping fees alone have 
increased 35% from 2009 to 2010, and we see no relief in sight. So we are asking you, our 
residents, once again to do all you can to reduce these costs by recycling all you can. We are 


able to turn your recycled materials into cash for the Town to offset our hauling and tipping fees. 


On a good note, our recycling rate is up to 21% from 18% last year. We recycled 272.47 tons 
compared to last year’s total of 261.01. As a result of this improved recycling effort, our trash 
tonnage decreased with a resulting cost savings of $12,506.37 for the Town. 


But there is so much more we could do! Let’s see if we can continue to increase our recycling 
efforts with a goal of hitting 75% or better, and keep it there!

We are happy to report to all member communities that 2009 marked our twentieth 
complete year of successful operations. Some items of interest follow: 


The 2010 budget reflects a tipping fee of $62.10 per ton. This represents an increase of 
$12.60/ton. This substantial increase is due to the new contract with Wheelabrator which 
went into effect for 2010. The Co-op has enjoyed 20 years of below market rate. That 
ended in 2010. 


A total of 114,408 tons of Co-op waste was delivered to the Wheelabrator facility this 
year. This represents a decrease of 12,652 tons from 2008. 


A total of 65,931 tons of ash were delivered to the Franklin ash monofill for disposal. The 
ash landfill continues to operate very well. Phase V Stage | is being filled at this time. 
Phase V will provide ash disposal capacity through 2014. 


The Joint Board continues exploration of the idea of building a single stream recycling 
facility to improve recycling rates and offset the increased tipping fees. The Co-op has 
contacted many communities in an effort to determine interest in joining with the Co-op 
in this effort. To date over twenty five NH communities have shown interest in joining 
with the Co-op.

RECYCLING TONNAGE 
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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK/TAX COLLECTOR 


It is our pleasure to serve the citizens of Gilmanton in the capacity of Town Clerk/Tax 
Collector, Deputy Town Clerk/Tax Collector and Assistant Deputy Town Clerk/Tax Collector. 


The office of the Town Clerk/Tax Collector is responsible for planning, organizing and 
directing the daily combination of two official functions of Town Government. It is our goal to 
provide citizens with accurate and vital information, as well as an accurate accounting of the 
revenues collected for both offices. 


We deal with and report to the Department of Safety: Division of Motor Vehicles, Title 
Bureau, Financial Responsibility, and our local and state Department of Enforcement. We are 
also accountable to the Vital Records Bureau, Secretary of State’s Office, Attorney General’s 
Office, Department of Revenue Administration and the New Hampshire Municipal Association 
Local Government Center (LGC). 


The Town Clerk’s job function includes a vast number of responsibilities. Our busiest 
function is that of registering and titling motor vehicles. The following is a direct reflection of 
the difficult economy our country is facing. We processed approximately 5,778 registrations, a 
decrease of 105 registrations from last year, realizing a decrease of approximately $16,265 in the 
total number of vehicle revenues from the previous year. The Town Clerk’s revenues, overall, 
decreased by approximately $17,249 from the previous year, the majority being in motor vehicle 
registrations. 


The State of New Hampshire titles vehicles for 15 years. Starting January 1, 2010, 
titling of vehicles will be from 1996 to present. For (new) non-titled vehicles you must 
present a bill of sale with one of the following supportive documents: a copy of the previous 
owner’s New Hampshire registration; or the previous owner’s Title/Certificate of Origin; or 
a TDMVI19A VIN Verification form. 


Our office has been online with the Department of Safety, Division of Motor Vehicles 
MAAP program for two years. Being online has enabled our office to process vehicles up to 
26,000 GVWR as well as renew late vehicles (more than 90 days past due) as well as issue vanity 
and conservation plates. If you have a lost registration we can also process duplicate registrations 
as well as issue 30-day permits (i.e. for those snowbirds who have their registered vehicle out-of- 
state but not inspected and need to come home to NH with the vehicle) and 48-hour permits for 
uninspected motor vehicles (i.e. you weren’t sure if you were going to reregister or keep a vehicle 
and now it’s late with the renewal and needs to be inspected). These permits allow you to get 
from where the vehicle is garaged to the inspection station within the timeframe of the issued 
permits. The Department of Safety now allows us as on-line agents to process transfers of leased 
vehicles as well and to do transfers for surviving spouses. The usage of E-Reg (renewing your 
registration electronically on-line) continues to increase, 336 residents opted to renew 
electronically this year. All registrants receive a courtesy renewal letter which can be processed 
electronically, by mail or if you choose to come in for your annual visit to the Clerk’s office! 
Whichever method you choose, we strive to process your transaction in a timely and courteous 
manner enabling us to make it more convenient in the processing of residents’ vehicles, 
motorcycles, trailers, etc. Coming to you in 2010: the Town Clerk’s office will be applying to 
NH Fish & Game to be an agent to process fishing/hunting licenses as well as 
OHRV/snowmobiles; notice will be posted when this service becomes available. 
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You may get current information for all Town departments, boards, committees, minutes, 
agendas, organizations, community events, etc. on the Town’s website: www.gilmantonnh.org. 
All departments are maintaining their information on the website. If you have any questions, 
suggestions, or comments, please let us know. 


The Town Clerk serves as custodian of town records and their preservation. The new 
vault is filling as the progression of preserving and transferring records in proper files and 
containers continues. Gilmanton vital records stored here go back only to 1859. The Town of 
Belmont has photocopied some of the older Gilmanton vital records stored in their possession 
(from when their town was part of Gilmanton). If you are doing genealogy and would like to 
search pre-1859 records, you may go to the Town of Belmont to research Gilmanton vital records 
dating back to1742. Record restoration and preservation is tedious and time-consuming but well 
worth the time and the effort to have properly stored and catalogued historical town records to be 
available for research of our past generations for many years to come. 


The Clerk records: Utility Pole Permits; Articles of Agreement (filings for non-profit); 
Oaths of Office and Appointments; Sheriffs writs; IRS and other lien attachments; and State of 
New Hampshire Wetlands Applications. The Town Clerk is also responsible for the planning, 
organizing and directing of all town, state and federal elections. Accepting filings for town and 
state office, in addition to preparing and arranging to have town ballots printed for the town 
elected officials as well as any zoning/planning questions and petitioned articles specifically 
directed by RSA to be on the official ballot. The Clerk serves as an election official at the polls; 
preparing and handling absentee ballots; assisting the Moderator with official election tallying 
and official election results; and the recording and reporting of the same with the Secretary of 
State’s Office and the local and AP networks. This office also offers the services of Notary Public 
and Justice of the Peace. 


The Secretary of State’s Office deployed the Help America Vote Act (HAVA), working 
with the towns and cities to create a statewide voter registration database. The Secretary of State 
Office’s big project, implemented in 2006, and is the statewide voter registration system utilized 
for the State Primary and State General Elections. Each town received a fax 
machine/phone/headset for disabled voters, ensuring compliance with HAVA. The ElectioNet 
system enables election officials to verify new registrations and check for duplicate voter 
registrations elsewhere in the state’s system. Local officials control all voter registration; HAVA 
requires the storage of an electronic record of cach voter in a computer system managed at the 
state level. 


In addition, this office is responsible for the recording and preparation of data and 
documentation for marriage licenses, civil unions and in the event of the occasional home birth, 
the Clerk prepares the birth certificate. We are using the Office of the Secretary of States, Vital 
Records Bureau Internet program, NHVRIN. This means that we now provide the service of 
printing certificates for Birth (1986 — present); Death (1990 — present); Marriage (1989 — 
present); Divorce from (1990 to present* - *within six months of the search date); Civil Unions 
(2008 to present) and Civil Dissolutions (2008 to present). This is an important function, provided 
in the Clerk’s office. We are responsible for preparation, certification, issuance and filing of vital 
statistics copies (marriage, births, deaths, divorce, civil unions and dissolutions) in accordance 
with state law. With legislation for same gender marriage being passed this year, there will be no 
more Civil Unions issued in the State of NH, becoming effective January 1, 2010. 


We thank all those with dogs for remembering to annually license their dog(s). Dog 
licenses are due by the end of April every year. In February of 2010 dog tags will be available!

If your dog(s) rabies shots are current, come on in and register your dog(s)! In 2009, 
approximately Twelve Hundred dog tags were issued! Please remember that in accordance with 
RSA 466:1, you must have your dog(s) registered on an annual basis by April 30". As per RSA 
466:7 & RSA 466:13-14, fines will be accrued as of June Ist. Civil Forfeitures are issued in July. 
Suggestion to help remember: place a picture of your dog(s) on your calendar in the month of 
April as a reminder! More information as to the fees and laws for dog licensing can be found on 
the Town Website. 


The Tax Collector is responsible for accepting warrants and collecting revenue for 
property, yield tax (timber), excavation gravel taxes, and current use (land use change) penalties. 
Records for the collection of taxes are kept in a format, which is set by the Department of 
Revenue and remitted to the Town Treasurer on a weekly basis for all taxes due and all revenues 
collected, abated, and refunded. We also report uncollected taxes, and manage the process of 
setting the dates for carrying out the tax lien and tax deed processes, making the proper 
recordings with the Registry of Deeds as required by RSA’s in the tax procedure laws. Our work 
requires interoffice communication with the Assessing Department in regard to property changes. 
Other duties include responding to inquiries from banks, tax service companies, mortgage 
companies, attorney’s offices and the general public. We strive to provide these services in a 
courteous and professional manner. 


Electronic tax payments were added to the Town Clerk/Tax Collector’s page of the 
Town’s website in 2008. Paying real estate taxes electronically has caught on slowly; its usage 
did increase in 2009. Using this feature enables taxpayers to pay their taxes by ACH (direct 
payment via your checking or savings account for a minimal fee of 25¢). In 2009 Mastercard and 
Visa were added as options to Discover and American Express credit cards that can be used to 
pay real estate taxes. Credit card fees are passed on to the user and are currently 3% of the real 
estate’s total bill. 


Annual workshops and conferences, sponsored by NHTCA and the NHCTCA (New 
Hampshire Tax Collectors & City and Town Clerks Association) and DRA (Department of 
Revenue) as well as LGC (Local Government Center), allow the Town Clerk/Tax Collector to 
learn the town clerk and tax collecting processes and to stay current with any changes in laws and 
procedures. Attending such conferences classes and workshops is important for learning changes 
and modifications to laws and procedures and receiving legislative updates in maintaining our 
certification, but also for networking with collectors and clerks from other cities and towns, who 
then become part of our “support system”. 


We take great pride in our jobs and strive to provide the community with service in an 


efficient, caring, professional and courteous manner. Our best wishes to you all for a healthy and 
prosperous 2010!

TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 


The trustees had a challenging year in 2009. In accordance with the conservative 
investment policies in place, exposure to the market downturn was less severe than it 
might otherwise have been. With the recovery beginning in March 2009, our cemetery 
trust fund portfolio showed an overall gain of 12% for the year. 


The challenge of 2009 became the precipitous drop in interest rates. Previously, where 
favorable rates were easily obtainable with NHPDIP and local bank accounts & CD’s, 
these rates were now under 5% for unlimited or timely access. The trustees were 
successful in obtaining a 5 year CD rate with no restrictions on withdrawals for all 
monies invested by the trustees, including capital and non-capital reserve funds. The rate 
is currently 3.15%. 


Income generated from the cemetery trust funds exceeded that required for cemetery 
maintenance.

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2009 ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT REPORT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment had a very interesting year in 2009. We would like to 
express our heartfelt thanks to Annette Andreozzi, our Administrative Assistant, who 
works with the board and ably assists members of the public with zoning applications. 


As Chairman, I attended several classes at the two day sessions in Manchester, NH of the 
Municipal Law Series sponsored by the Local Government Center. Ron Labelle and 
Annette Andreozzi attended the spring conference offered by the Office of Energy & 
Planning also, Zoning issues change all the time and it is in the town’s best interest for 
the board members to stay current with the new issues, 


The board’s caseload for the year consisted of 17 cases due to the changes in the Zoning 
ordinance and the state of the economy. The board members spent many hours 
deliberating the cases so that they could be decided fairly. There were seven (7) Special 
Exception applications & eight (8) Variance applications this year along with two (2) 
Appeals for re-hearing cases. Of the seven (7) applications for Special Exceptions, all 
seven (7) were granted. Of the two (2) requests for re-hearings, one was granted and one 
was denied. Of the eight (8) Variances, six (6) were approved, one (1) was withdrawn by 
the applicants and one (1) case was denied. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets on the third Thursday of the month at 7 PM at 
the Academy Building. Meetings are open to the public. Zoning cases are interesting 
and sometimes very complicated. Comments from abutters and concerned town citizens 
are always very useful. Bridging the gap between the requirements of the Zoning 
Ordinance and the desires of a landowner is always a very challenging venture. 


As chairman, I would like to take this time to thank all the Board members for their hard 
work and dedication to this board throughout the entire year, Their commitment fo serve 
their community in this volunteer capacity is absolutely unsurpassed. 


We currently have four vacancies for alternate member positions. If you are interested in 
volunteering, please contact the selectman’s office.

In fiscal year 2009*, the Granite Chapter of the American Red Cross was involved in the 
following services and activities in and around Gilmanton. 


Disaster Response: 


Red Cross trained volunteers make up the chapter's Lakes Region Disaster Action Team, 


which responds to disasters day or night in Gilmanton and surrounding towns. In all, the 
Granite Chapter has seven Disaster Action Teams with over 100 specially trained 
volunteers. 


Fortunately there were no home fires or other local disasters last year in Gilmanton that 
required Red Cross assistance. In all last year, our disaster volunteers responded to 119 


disasters, helping a total of 313 people, including 109 children, in 44 towns. 80 percent of 
the local disasters were residential fires. Disaster teams were also on the scene of the July 
Tornado and the Ashland Floods in August. During the December Ice Storm, the Chapter 
operated 15 Red Cross emergency shelters round the clock, and worked with communities 
at another 30 emergency shelters. 


Licensed Nurse Assistant Training: 


Last year, 569 Licensed Nurse Assistants entered the healthcare field because of the 
training and/or testing through the Chapter’s LNA training program. Two of the LNA 
students came from Gilmanton. 


Services to the Armed Forces: 


The Red Cross is there to help the Armed Forces personnel and their families in times of 
crisis. Last year this chapter responded to 118 cases for assistance to military families. 


* Fiscal Year 2009: July 1, 2008 — June 30, 2009 
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Health and Safety classes: 


Last year, 14,732 Health and Safety classes trained 1,604 participants at the chapter 
office in Concord and communities throughout our jurisdiction. Red Cross classes include 
CPR, First Aid, use of AEDs, Babysitter Training, Safe on My Own (for ages 8-11), Pet First 
Aid and more. Last year Red Cross-authorized instructors taught lifesaving skills in 
Gilmanton. 


Blood Drives: 


A blood drive was held in Gilmanton last year. Caring and generous donors gave 26 
units of life-saving blood. Last year in all the towns that we serve, there were 313 blood 
drives where donors gave a total of 15,813 units of the “gift of life.” NH hospitals depend on 
the American Red Cross for their blood supplies. 


The Granite Chapter serves about two-thirds of New Hampshire, including central and northern 
communities. Chapter staff and volunteers provide support and relief after a disaster: 
emergency preparedness training; courses in health and safety; blood drives; volunteer and 
youth leadership opportunities; and aid to military families. All Red Cross assistance is free to 
disaster victims. The Granite Chapter is a non-profit organization that receives no annual federal 
funding.

2009 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Belknap Range Conservation Coalition (BRCC) is a non-profit organization whose mission 
is to promote the conservation of open space, responsible stewardship, and low impact public 
enjoyment of scenic, natural, recreational and historical resources of the Belknap Mountain 
Range. Participating members include individuals from the conservation commissions in the 
project area towns of Alton, Belmont, Gilford and Gilmanton, the Gilford Land Conservation 
Task Force as well as dedicated individuals such as Dave Roberts who share an avid interest in 
the many resources that the Belknap Range provides. Conservation organizations with 
participating members include: UNH Cooperative Extension; Society for the Protection of NH 
Forests; Lakes Region Conservation Trust; Belknap County Sportsmen’s Association; Gilmanton 
Land Trust; Lakes Region Planning Commission and the Belknap County Conservation District. 


Along with working to protect the large unfragmented block of land encompassing the Belknap 
Mountain Range, the BRCC also educates the public about the significance of the resources of 
the Belknap Mountain Range; develops, promotes, and implements methods and strategies for 
ensuring the long-term protection and responsible stewardship of these resources; and promotes 
opportunities for low impact public enjoyment and recreation. 


The BRCC strives to facilitate cooperation and communication among conservation 
organizations, municipalities, other governmental entities and area landowners, and helps 
coalition members secure funding, technical assistance and other resources for carrying out 
programs in support of this mission. 


The BRCC continued to make important organizational strides during 2009 after completing the 
necessary steps to organize with the State of New Hampshire as a non-profit. The Directors met 
monthly during the 2009 year. The monthly meetings offer important opportunities for members 
to share information about parcels within the focus area. A highlight of 2009 was that on 
October 11, 2009, the BRCC hosted information booths in the Mt Major parking lot and at the 
summit with information about the Belknap Range, its trails and its conservation lands. A large 
map of the Belknap Range and annotated photographs were available for viewing. Maps of the 
Belknap range and of Mount Major were made available for purchase. Information was made 
available about the hiking patch sponsored by the Belknap County Sportsmen’s Association. 
During 2009 the BRCC participated in conserving 114 acres of land within the project focus area. 
The BRCC also continues working on updating the GIS maps for the Belknap Mountain Range.

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CHILD AND FAMILY SERVICES, LAKES REGION OFFICE 


On behalf of the clients and staff of Child and Family Services, we are pleased to send this report 
to the residents of Gilmanton on the services we provided to the community in the past year. 
Town support is critical to our being able to offer a wide range of services to children and their 
families without regard to income. All of the agency’s services are affordable and accessible to 
families in need. 


The funding provided by the Town of Gilmanton mainly supports our Family and Children’s 
Counseling program, making it possible for us to provide needed services to those least able to 
afford them. In the current economic climate, more individuals and families are struggling to 
keep afloat. Challenged by unemployment or working more than one low-paying job, being 
uninsured or underinsured, and facing higher levels of stress due to short finances, leads to 
emotional stress. This combination of unrelenting pressure and limited resources can lead to a 
cycle of coping difficulties, emotional outbursts or withdrawal, and chronic relationship conflicts 
that can interfere with positive decision-making, healthy actions and parenting. Nine families 
turned to CFS for family counseling services last year. 


The funding provided by the Town of Gilmanton mainly provides us with the resources to help 
make these services affordable and accessible to these families but it also makes it possible for us 
to offer a range of services to residents including substance abuse prevention, assessment and 
treatment services for Belknap County teens, residential summer camping for low income, at risk 
youth at Camp Spaulding, supervised visitation services to help families regain custody of their 
children, home-based family support and preservation services that help at risk families learn 
parenting skills and other services to create a safe home environment for their children and to 
avoid out of home placement, adoption services and transitional living services to offer safe, 
stable housing and support to homeless youth ages 18 — 21. All of these programs are available 
to residents at little or no cost. 


We continue to count on your help to be able to offer this full range of quality, professional 
services to children and their families who otherwise could not afford them because they lack 
insurance or are underinsured. 75% of the families we serve live below the federal poverty 
guidelines. We believe that CFS has the most accessible and balanced fee policy of any similar 
agency in the state. This is made possible by grants, such as those received by the town of 
Gilmanton and makes it possible for us to serve the most needy, vulnerable families without 
regard to income. 


Child and Family Services is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service organization. We 
have been serving New Hampshire children and families for over 150 years. We are pleased to 
serve Gilmanton residents through offices at 95 Water Street, Laconia, 841 Central Street, 
Franklin or through our Manchester office at 464 Chestnut Street and Teen Outreach Center, 99

Community Health & Hospice is a non-profit visiting nurse, hospice and community 
service agency serving the Lakes Region. In the town of Gilmanton, the agency offers 
home health care, hospice end-of-life care, homemaker in-home chore service and 
pediatric health and family support services. Last year, the agency provided 1465 home 
visits or other community services to over 86 residents of Gilmanton. 


During the agency’s last fiscal year we noted high use of Homemaker Services and 
Hospice/Palliative Care services in Gilmanton. The Homemaker Program is designed to 
assist the elderly to remain in their homes by providing oversight, safety enhancement 
and chore services. The Hospice/Pailiative care program offers care to people at the end 
of life and is intended to serve both the individual and their family. Both of these 
services rely on charitable donations to meet their cost. For the 2009/2010 year, CH&H 
was central to the coordination and delivery of HIN1 vaccine to Lakes Region residents 
through a variety of town, school and facility clinics. 


Community Health & Hospice, Inc. is grateful to the town of Gilmanton for authorizing 
an appropriation to assist us in maintaining services to town residents. | We leverage 
your town funds with United Way and other privately donated funds to continue bringing 
these important services to people in their homes.

We 
help parents and children to foster strong family relationships. Working with local police and fire 
departments, we provide emergency services 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, to residents of any 
age who are going through a mental health crisis. We provide emotional support to the community 
in the wake of a tragic event. 


Funding from the Town of Gilmanton has helped to support our work with children, families and 
adults. The services provided by Genesis Behavioral Health help improve the quality of life for so 
many, and yet are rarely covered by insurance plans or state programs. On behalf of all of the 
individuals we serve, we thank you.

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GILMANTON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Gilmanton Historical Society was founded in 1967. Its purposes include preserving and 
exhibiting artifacts, letters and printed materials pertinent to the history of the Town; presenting 
programs for members and the public on historical subjects relating to Gilmanton and New 
Hampshire; and encouraging interest in the history and development of the Town. The Society is 
a non-profit organization run by volunteers and funded by membership dues, donations, and 
proceeds from sales of books and other publications. Programs are presented on the 4" Tuesday 
of the month, from May through September. 


A highlight of the 2009 season was a program on Gilmanton from 1900 to 1920 prepared by Pat 
Clarke, drawing on information from local newspapers of the time and illustrated with 
photographs from the period. The same program was also presented on the evening of Old 
Home Day in the Smith Meeting House School. Because of the positive reception, the Board is 
readying a similar program, this time covering the period from 1920 to 1945, for its July 27, 
2010 program at the Old Town Hall. Additional photographs of this era are needed and the 
Society would be pleased to make copies of pictures that could be loaned from personal 
collections. All pictures will be returned quickly and in the same condition as they are received.

Many thanks to Pat Clarke who 
authored this fine addition to the recording of Gilmanton’s history after doing extensive archival 
research. All Society publications are available at the office of the Town Clerk, at the Society’s 
summer programs, at Society tables at the July 4" and Old Home Day celebrations and the 
School Christmas fair, and now, also at the Brick House. 


The Society’s museum curators, Barbara Angevine and Marion McIntyre, have stepped down 
after many years of service.

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GILMANTON LAND TRUST 


A decade after its founding, the Gilmanton Land Trust looks back on the organization’s 
accomplishments and is considering how best to continue to accomplish the goals of land 
conservation efforts in Gilmanton. 


During the past year the Land Trust has worked on trail maintenance at the Jones Farm 
conservation area and assigned one of its easements on the former Perkins Farm on Perkins Road 
to the Five Rivers Land Trust. Assignment of the second Perkins Farm easement to the 
Conservation Commission is in process. GLT hosted, with the Conservation Commission, a 
session on options for conserving land, and fielded questions about conservation easements from 
Gilmanton landowners. An annual meeting in October was held at the home of Graham Wilson 
and Gina Sapiro on Meadow Pond Road. The meeting was followed by a tour of their property, 
including forest, significant wetlands, dams and a beaver pond. 


The Board of Directors will be polling the membership, now totaling about 180 people, to 
help us move forward with the mission established in 1999: 


A) to help landowners in the Town of Gilmanton protect farms, forests, wildlife habitat, 
scenic and recreational lands; 

(B) to support the Town conservation commission in caring for land in the Town of 
Gilmanton; 

C) to educate Gilmanton citizens and landowners about land conservation options and 
benefits; 

(D) to support sustainable jobs and enterprises which are consistent with protection of 
natural lands and scenic beauty in Gilmanton; and 

(E) to create recreational opportunities for residents and visitors.

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GILMANTON YEAR ROUND LIBRARY 


The Gilmanton Year-Round Library is a full-service Public Library operated by the Gilmanton 
Year-Round Library Association, which is a Public Charitable organization. The library opened 
to serve the residents of Gilmanton on September 12, with a grand opening celebration attended 
by more than 300 friends and supporters. A generous anonymous bequest allowed the library to 
open, providing sufficient resources to hire a professional librarian, round out the collection, and 
cover operating expenses for the first year. 


We were fortunate to engage Gary Mason as our librarian. Gary has made his career in public 
libraries in New England, and was lured by the opportunity to use his long experience to 
organize and superintend a brand new library for Gilmanton. He began work in July and with 
the help of many volunteers, prepared the library to provide full services by September. Gary’s 
knowledge of modern library practices, including electronic media, event planning, and of course 
books, magazines and newspapers, have made the library an important resource for both adults 
and children throughout the Town. 


Under the librarian’s supervision, volunteers assist with tasks such as entering data in the 
computer system including the State Library cataloging system, book processing, shelving, book 
repair and manning the circulation desk. Three high school students assist with Saturday hours. 
In order to keep costs to a minimum, a cadre of volunteers cleans the building each week, and 
performs routine maintenance. 


Children’s story hour has proved to be popular with parents and children. Jennifer Stevens was 
engaged as Assistant Librarian for Children’s Services. | With the help of Melissa Caldon, 
Preschool Story Times are presented on the Ist and 3rd Saturdays of the month at 10:15 in the 
morning. Lori Baldwin offers story time on the 2™ Saturday morning. It is geared for children 
ages 3 - 5, but all are welcome. Seasonal books, finger plays, songs, and crafts are some of the 
things children experience. Preschool Story Time is a wonderful time of interaction for the 
children and their parents, grandparents and caregivers. 


After four months of full operation, more than 600 Gilmanton residents hold library cards. 2600 
visits to the library have been recorded. 2500 items have been borrowed, both from the 
Gilmanton collection and through the State inter-library loan system. Several events have been 
well attended, and we look forward to more in the spring. The library will host special art 
exhibits, beginning with works by Lori and Jessica Lander in February. Several community 
groups have taken advantage of the opportunity to use the library for meetings, including the 4-H 
club, Gilmanton teachers and the regional librarian association. 


New members were welcomed to the GYRLA Board of Directors this year, including Alicha 
Kingsbury and Chris Schlegel. Thanks are extended to Nancy Stearns, who stepped down from 
the board, for her many years of service. The Board is proud to have given the citizens of 
Gilmanton their first year-round full service public library, completing the building, including 
furnishings and an initial collection, without a single dollar of public funds. We continue to 
seek endowment funding through a planned giving campaign and other fund-raising events.

On behalf of the Board of Directors for Lakes Region Community Services I would 
like to express our sincere thanks to the Town of Gilmanton for its continued financial support 
of our agency for residents of Gilmanton. 


Lakes Region Community Services (LRCS) is a private not-for-profit organization, 
designated by the State of New Hampshire, Department of Health and Human Services, to 
provide support to individuals with developmental disabilities and/or acquired brain disorders 
and their families. LRCS covers the area known as Region III, Belknap and Southern Grafton 
counties and supports individuals from birth throughout their lifespan. The mission of LRCS is 
“dedicated to serving the community by promoting independence, dignity and opportunity.” 
LRCS currently serves 1,000 individuals and families area wide, including 28 families in 
Gilmanton, providing a variety of supports, such as, but not limited to: Early Intervention, 
Resource Coordination, Family Support, Residential Supports, and Work/Day Support. In an 
attempt to support individuals and their families in the communities in which they live, LRCS 
has satellite offices in Plymouth, Tilton and Laconia. 


All funds allocated to the Agency in a given town’s budget go directly towards 
work/day supports offered to LRCS individuals that reside in that town. Of the 28 individuals 
and families served in Gilmanton, 7 individuals receive work/day support. 100% of the funds 
given to LRCS on behalf of the town of Gilmanton have gone toward supporting these 
Gilmanton residents in and around their community. These funds have assisted these 
individuals to participate in community & cultural events, entertainment related activities, and 
shopping within your community. As a result of the $300.00 donation received from the town 
of Gilmanton this year, these individuals are able to get out and experience their communities 
more frequently, gaining valuable confidence and knowledge with regard to how to participate 
in the every day activities that many of us take for granted.

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Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
2009 Annual Report 


The 2009 Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) Collections were conducted in 
a safe and efficient manner on July 25, 2009 and August 1, 2009 at eight different locations. 
The event was coordinated by the Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC). 1,569 
households participated in this annual collection; overall this represents 4.1% of the 
households in the twenty-three Lakes Region communities that participated tn this year’s 
HHW Collection. The percentage of households participating from individual communities 
ranged from less than 1% to more than 10% 


Over 19,000 gallons of HHW and nearly 30,000 feet of fluorescent bulbs were disposed of 
properly. Paint products continue to comprise nearly 50% of our cost of disposal. 


This yeat’s survey focused on outreach efforts by NH DES regarding the proper disposal of 
insecticides, and devices containing mercury (fluorescent tubes, bulbs, TVs, computer 
screens, and thermostats). When asked about the need for another permanent HHW facility 
in the region, responses were mixed, with great variation depending on the site. More than 
60% of the respondents at the Belmont and Franklin sites felt there was a need for such a 
facility. 


For the second consecutive year an Unwanted Medications Collection was held at the 
Gilford site in conjunction with the Lakes Region HHW Collection. It was open to all 
residents and homeowners in the participating Lakes Region communities; 65 households 
from six different communities participated. The costs associated with this were paid for by 
the Gilford Police Department and School District with funds from a two-year NH Dept. of 
Education grant. Next year’s collection will be funded by the Gilford Drug and Alcohol 
Task Force. 


The estimated cost per Lakes Region household was $2.15. The cost to communities for 
2010 will remain the same as it was for 2009. The next Household Hazardous Waste 
Collections will be held July 31, 2010 and August 7, 2010. All residents and property owners 
in participating communities are encouraged to take this opportunity to safely dispose of 
your household hazardous products. For more information check with your local 
coordinator or LRPC (http://www.lakesrpc.ore/services hhw.asp) for details.

As our economy and world change, so does the work we are engaged 
in. The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization established according to state law to provide area 
communities and the region with the capacity to respond to and shape the pressures of change in a purposeful way. With 
a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides 
a wide range of planning services to member municipalities. The Commission offers direct and support services 
including technical assistance, geographic information systems, transportation planning, land use, environmental 
planning, hazard planning and economic development. Local, state, and federal resources primarily fundthe LRPC. We 
also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to 
provide support, knowledge, and leadership to the governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region.

REPORT OF NEW BEGINNINGS 


On behalf of New Beginnings - A Women’s Crisis Center, I would like to thank the citizens of the Town 
of Gilmanton for their continued support. Your 2009 allocation, of eight hundred fifty dollars 
($850.00), has enabled us to continue to provide 24-hour crisis support, outreach, and assistance to 
victims of domestic and sexual assault in all of Belknap County. 


Our organization operates a full-time shelter, staffs a 24-hour crisis line, provides advocacy at court, 
hospitals, and police stations, social service advocacy, and offers peer support groups for victims of 
domestic violence and sexual assault. We also run community and school based education programs. We 
are members of the Belknap County Family Violence Prevention Forum, a task force made up of 
community members and professionals initiated by the Governor's Commission to take a stand against 
domestic and sexual violence in our county. 


New Beginnings had advocated and staff in Belknap County courts cach working day of this budget year. 
New Beginnings volunteers donated 23,973 service hours. All services are provided free of charge. We 
provided services to 20 victims from Gilmanton in the year 2008-2009, and provided 205 service units 
(every 15 min. equals a unit of service). Also we offer Children’s Groups now and we had a satellite site 
in Gilmanton last year to make it more convenient for people to attend. 


We are members of the state-wide NH Coalition Against Domestic and Sexual Violence, promoting 
statewide networking and resource sharing among domestic violence and sexual assault programs. The 
coalition is the evaluating body and administrator of state and federal contracts that provide some funding 
for member programs and advocates for legislative change that affects victims of domestic and sexual 
assault.

Business Finance Authority 


In the past year, the Business Finance Authority (BFA) has enabled over 131 New Hampshire 
businesses to access over $22 million in financing. As a result of the BFA’s program 591 jobs 
were retained or created. 


New Hampshire Health and Education Facilities Authority 


For any facility requesting approval we conduct a public hearing to gather input from the 
community. The New Hampshire Health and Education Facilities Authority participate in the 
construction of borrowers’ facilities. The organization was also involved in the renovation and 
equipping of these facilities and provides working capital and refinanced certain existing 
indebtedness. During the past two years, $1.2 billion was approved for assistance to hospitals, 
medical centers, and schools. 


Nominated Boards, Commissions, & Civil Commissions

on the effectiveness of the Town’s internal control. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion 
on the effectiveness of Town of Gilmanton’s internal control. 


A control deficiency exists when the design or operation of a control does not allow management 
or employees, in the normal course of performing their assigned functions, to prevent or detect 
misstatements on a timely basis. A significant deficiency is a control deficiency, or combination 
of control deficiencies, that adversely affects the entity’s ability to initiate, authorize, record, 
process, or report financial data reliably in accordance with ‘generally accepted accounting 
principles such that there is more than a remote likelihood that a misstatement of the entity’s 
financial statements that is more than inconsequential will not be prevented or detected by the 
entity’s internal control. A material weakness is a significant deficiency, or combination of 
significant deficiencies, that results in more than a remote likelihood that a material misstatement 
of the financial statements will not be prevented or detected by the entity’s internal control. Our 
consideration of internal control was for the limited purpose described in the first paragraph and 
~ would not necessarily identify all deficiencies in internal control that might be significant 
deficiencies or material weaknesses. 


In connection with our consideration of Town of Gilmanton’s internal control as described 
above, we are pleased to report that we did not identify any deficiencies in internal control that 
we considered to be material weaknesses, as defined above. Opportunities for further 
consideration discussed with management during the course of audit fieldwork and outlined 
further in our Communication with those charged with governance included:
